Aw Imporrayr Licensins Appeat.—The 
important licensing appeal of ‘Sharp 2 
Wakefield,’ which affucta very materially 
tho interests of publicrns, will come on for 
hearing before the House of Lords very 
shorily. The cise was heard sumo time ago 
at the Kendal Quarter Sessions, when an 
appeal by the keeper uf a fully-licensed 
public-house for tho renewal of Tis license 
was beard before a cousiderablo number of 
the justices. The objections submitted 
against tho renewal were--(1) that the 
houso had not besn properly conducted, 
and (2) that the houso itself was unacces- 
sary. Upon tho first point the justices 
found that there Was not sufficient evidenco 
to justify o refusal ; but, after haaring 
evidence on the secund point, decided not 
to renew the licese, and disinissed tho ap- 
peal, subject to a case for the Queen's 
Bench Divisicn on the question of jurisdic. , 
tion. The case wee iu due course heard 
before Justices Field and Wills i April 
1858, when those judges found that the 
Court of Quarter Sessions had juriediction, 
and their docision was afterwards upheld 
iv the Court of Appeal, consisting of the 
Master of the Rolls and Lords Justices Fry 
and Lopes.
